He ransacked the his 
tory of all times to find a nation that had 
stood the test of such theories of gov­ 
ernment, cherished by her statesmen and 
csrriei into effect by her warriors, and 
lasted more than a few generations. 
His 
free delivery, his undeniable logic, his 
full, strong sentences, combined to make 
his a most effective production. 
Miss 
Dora Spccht then executed a fine instru­ 
mental solo, and Miss Katie Hastings 
followed with an oration the subject. 
“Ability involves responsibility.” 
This, 
she showed by the numberless examples 
of great men whose ability gave them 
power, and that brought, as an inevita 
ble 
constant, 
responsibility. 
The 
lives of Lincoln, Grant, Napoleon, Caesar, 
and Hannibal, with many others, were 
made to coutribute to the support of tills 
theory, while it was brought home to the 
lowest, by the proposition that all pos­ 
sessed some talents and responsibility de­ 
volved upon them in a proportionate de­ 
gree. Her logic was clear; her method of 
treating the subject, comprehensive and 
convincing; and her effort on the whole a 
most creditable one for herself and the 
institution. She was followed by Clara 
Kelin, who played an instrumental solo, 
and Miss Ella Richards, who favored us 
with an “impromptu vocal solo.” 
Miss 
EmmaKaylor rendered another instru­ 
mental solo, and then Mr. VanHove gave 
the valedictory. 
With both the speakers

Perhaps the history of the western hemi­ 
sphere has never furnished a more wonderful 
example of the self-made man than may be 
found in the person of Francisco Pizarro, a 
gentleman who came to America about 1510, 
intending to grow up with the country. 
Mr. Pizarro was bom at Truxillo, Spain, 
about 1471. His father was a Spanish colonel 
of foot, and his mother was a peasant girl. 
Her name was Estramadura. This was her 
maiden name. It was a name which seemed 
to harmonize well with her rich, pickled-olive 
complexion and so she retained it all her life. 
Her son did not have many early advantages, 
for he was neglected by his mother and al­ 
lowed to grow up a swineherd, and it is even 
said that he was suckled by swine in his in­ 
fancy while his giddy mother joined in the 
mad whirl at the skating rink. We can hardly 
imagine anything more pitiable than the con­ 
dition of a little child left to rustle for nourish­ 
ment among the black and tan hogs of Spain, 
while his father playe«! old sledgo on the 
frontier in the regular army am! his mother 
wrote her cigar box name in the atmosphere 
it the rink. 
CONQUEST OF PERU. 
Poor little Pizarro had none of the modern 
idvantages, therefore, and his education \va*

Mrs. Gu iseppina Morlacchi Omohu n* 
tiro d ied at her home in East Billerica, 
Mass., in her 43d y ear. 
From twenty 
to fifteen y ears ago there was no wo­ 
man on the American stago better 
k nown or more hightly praised for per­ 
fection in her particu lar line of art. 
Born at Milan in 18 43, she receiv ed her 
ed u cation as a d anseu se at La Scala, 
and was u nd er 16 y ears of age w hen 
the jealou sy of an aristocratic woman 
w ho se hu sband was attentiv e to the 
y ou ng d ancer mad e matters so u npleas­ 
ant for her that she qu itted her nativ e 
town. 
After engagements in other 
Italian cities and in Lisbon and Mad rid 
she appeared at one of the big Paris 
cafes Chanlant in 186 4. 
In those d ay s 
she cou ld sing fairly well, besid es being 
one of the most charming d ancers of 
the time, and she got to be a prime 
fav orite of the bou lev ard iers. 
An En­ 
glish manager of some one of the minor 
Lond on theaters saw her in Paris and 
brou ght her ov er to his stage, where for 
the first time she was starred as a 
premier. 
She was in Lond on in the su mmer of 
18(57, and Harry Jarrett saw her there, 
He w as across the w ater in search of the 
prettiest women and best d ancers for 
the ballets in the “Black Crook “ d is­ 
play , which he was then ru nning at 
Ni bio's, and for the “White Fawn,” 
which followed it. 
She had so little 
bu siness k nowled ge that, althou gh she 
had alread y won tho name of “The 
Peerless” in Paris, she was work ing for 
her Lond on manager at £ 15 a week . 
Jarrett offered her $300. 
She was as 
ignorant of American money as of the 
English langu age, and her su pposition 
Jhat he was offering Iter $300 threw her 
into an ecstatic collapse. 
She recov ­ 
ered from it when the d ifferences of 
cu rrency w ere ex plained to her throu gh 
an interpreter; bu t, while the salary 
was not as great as she first thou ght, it 
was still big enou gh to mak o her glad 
to sail with him for America. 
Jarrett mad e a specialty of her when 
he opened his au tu mn season of 1807. 
He had in the “Black Crook ” ballet, as 
he u sed to say . 200 of the prettiest 
women that cou ld be gathered from the 
white nations of the world . 
The boast 
was not a v ain one, bu t of them all 
there w as no one whose charms were 
su perior to those of Morlaochi. 
She 
was not a marv elou s d anseu se in the 
sense thatEllsler, Gaglioni, or, in later 
d ay s, Cav allazzi and De Rosa are esti­ 
mated , bu t her beau ty 
and 
grace 
cau ght the city and gav e her a fame 
that any choregraphic might env y . 
Of 
med iu m height, with the d ark est of 
d ark ey es, a lithe, clean, broad -shou l­ 
d ered and slim wasted figu re, and an 
ov al, clear-eomplex ioned 
face, 
that 
terminated in a prettily rou nd ed chin, 
she easily shined su perior to the rank s 
of Jarrett's 2(H) prize ballerinas. 
Nobod y in this cou ntry tou ched her 
heart u ntil sin- met “Tex as Jack .” 
Their cou rtship and marriage was

traord inary and hu morou s. 
Omohu n- 
d ro was the scion of a qu iet family of 
farmers in Baltimore Cou nty , 
Md . 
He had slipped awav to the Rio Grand e 
frontier when he w as a y ou ngster, and 
had there grad u ated as a ty pical bord er 
man, rou gh in speech and action, bu t 
generou s and k ind ly w ith his money and 
his word s.

a mix tu re of three 
langu ages their 
cou rtship was cond u cted , and in 18 7 3 
they were married . 
They afterw ard k ept to the stage and 
trav eled in v ariou s companies. 
The 
hu sband d ied in 1881 at Lead v ille, Colo­ 
rad o, and “The Peerless” then aban­ 
d oned the stage. 
They had sav ed u p 


some money and she was in easy enou gh 
circu mstances to retire to the home of 
her sister in Massachu setts, wlit re she 
d ied .

Ald rich, tin* well-k nown 
magazine writer, has written for Law­ 
rence Barrett, and which the latter 
will prod u ce at the Star Theater d u r­ 
ing September, is fou nd ed cn an inci­ 
d ent in the Napoleonic wars. 
It is re­ 
ported that the story first appeared in 
either Ha rp er's or S crib n er's and that 
after read ing it Mr. Barrett conceiv ed 
the id ea that it cou ld be mad e into a 
v ery good d rama. 


Shall I giv e y ou some of the glimpses 
of v illage life and cu stoms, which I get 
from my wind ow, as I sit by it from 
time to tine* with my sewing or other 
work ? 
Ou r opposite neighbors 
are sepa­ 
rated from u s by only a v ery narrow 
street. Tin* nearest are a Dru ze family . 
As is u su al here, they d o mu ch of the 
hou sehold work ou t of d oors; so in the 
y ard in front of the hou se, I often see 
the mother and d au ghters at their cook ­ 
ing and washing and hanging ou t their 
clothes on a long reed which serv es as 
a clothes-line, the end s of which rest 
u pon two mu lberry trees. 
There are 
twenty or thirty of these trees in the 
y ard and abou t the premises, and in the 
au tu mn the mother sits on a low seat, 
with a bask et of the leav es at her sid e, 
feed ing her sheep accord ing to the cu s­ 
tom, hold ing its mou th open with one 
hand , and forcing in the leav es with 
tin* other. 
Und er this treatment it be- 
•omes v ery fat by the time it has fin­ 
ished all the leav es on the trees. Then 
it is k illed , and there is a bu sy scene in 


the y ard . 
A fire is bu ilt, ov er which 
the meat, after being cu t into small 
j pieces, is cook ed in a large k ettle, 
salted and spiced meanwhile, and then 
pu t u p in jars for winter u se. 
The Dru zes are v ery bigoted in their 
religiou s belief. 
One of the d au ghters 
of this family said not long ago she 
k new we were try ing to influ ence her, 
bu t she “wou ld d ie for her religion 
rather than change it for ou rs,” 
The 
other d au ghter was at one time per* 
su a led to come to ou r Sabbath-sehool, 
or rather to join a class of y ou ng girls 
who recite in ou r sitting-room, bu t she 
alway s left when it was time for the 
classes to come together in the chapel 
for closing ex ercises. 
A hand k erchief 
tied in the wind ow gav e her notice 
when it was time for the class to recite, 
hu t after a few Sabbaths the white sig­ 
nal was pu t u p in v ain. 
The father of 
this family took part in the d read fu l 
massacre of the Christians in I8 6 0. 
On the flat roof of another neighbor's 
hou se, I see the women, on a su nny 
d ay , washing their wheat and spread ing 
it ou t on mats to d ry , after w hich they 
bring their sewing or their spind les, 
and sd and watch it lest the sparrows 
shou ld g( t too largo a share. 
A little 
farther on is a pu blic ov en, and as I 
write clou d s of smok e are arising from 
its low chimney . 
Women often pass 
to and fro w ith their tray s of bread on 
their head s. 
In going, they carry the 
d ou gh in the form of cak es. 
At the 
ov en these are flattened ou t on a board 
to abou t the size and thick ness of a 
break fast-platc, and then bak ed . 
In 
retu rning they bring the fresh loav es 
pack ed closely on the tray s, often six ty 
or sev enty pairs, as they cou nt them, 
w eighing not less than six teen or sev en­ 
teen pou nd s. 
Were y ou to meet one 
of these women in the street, she wou ld 
he su re to stop and beg y ou to “please 
her” by tak ing a loaf. 
Load s of thorns 
to heat the ov en are sometimes carried 
by on the back s of men—load s so large 
that from the rear nothing can be seen 
of the men bu t their feet stepping 
along, and look ing as if they belonged 
to the load s rather than the bearer. 
^ou ng girls and women pass leisu rely 
along, w ith their empty jars u pon their 
shou ld ers, toward s the v illiage fou ntain, 
ju st as Rebek ah was carry ing hers when 
Abraham's serv ant first saw her. 
This 
is the time for gossip and for hearing 
and telling the last bit of news; bu t 
when the jars are filled they are car ­ 
ried home with qu ick step. 
Few care 
to chat or loiter then. 
These jars*hold 
from fou r to fiv e gallons, and are no 
light 
bu rd en, 
especially 
for light 
figu res. 
Child ren go by in the morning on 
their way to school, and at this season 
of the y ear each one carries in his or 
her hand a stick of wood to help k eep 
u p the fire in the sehool-room. 
A little 
girl w ho came withou t one, becau se she 
said they had no wood at home, was sent 
back to stay till she cou ld bring one. 
She retu rned , went into the hou se, and 
snatched one from u nd er the k ettle 
where her mother was cook ing, and ran 
back with it to school, her mother 
lou d ly protesting against the act, which 
su rely was not so praiseworthy as was 
her u nwillingness to lose a d ay at • 
school. 
Sometimes persons in passing will stop ! 
so long in ex changing their salaams 
that it is easy to see what a hind rance 
this cu stom mu st be to one in haste or 
on important bu siness, and why was it 
that Christ said to his d iciples when lie 
sent them ou t to preacli in the cities 
and v illages, “Salu te no man by the 
way . ” 
In au tu mn long strings of camels 
>ass, bringing wheat from the interior 
to ou r v illage and to a v illage bey ond ; 
u id the Bed ou in cameleers, with their 
•oarse d ress and cord s of goat’s hair 
coiled arou nd their head s to k eep their 
ierchiefs on, look lik e* real sons of the 
d esert. 
Load ed mu les and d onk ey s 
often pass early in the morning on their 
way to Beiru t, and glad are we when 
one, in retu rning, stops at ou r gate 
with a pack age from the city , or letters 
id papers from across the sea. 
This 
all the “ex press d eliv ery ” we hav e 
on Mt. Lebanon: bu t a special mes­ 
senger sometimes performs the part of 
the postman. 
Occasionally one of the 
v illage bek s or sheik s rid es by on his 
fine horse, with sev eral attend ants, and 
the bright-colored head -d ress of the 
rid er and the tassels and silv er trap­ 
pings of the horse are qu ite gay and 
pictu requ e. 
Bu t I will not d etain y ou longer at 
m y windo w , and it is qu ite time for me 
to close this long 
chat.—

F R A S A X T L I P R I X R V S S I A . 
The American read er can hard ly im­ 
agine any thing more miserable, more 
wretched than the little hu t in which a 
family , av eraging six or sev en mem­ 
bers, is often fou nd liv ing. 
Imagine a 
little cav e of fiv e by fou r, half of which 
is cu t off by a primitiv e large stov e, 
d ark and gloomy , and that will be the 
“sw’eet home” of the Ru ssian peasant. 
Ev ery inch of space is inhabited , so 
that, as a matter of cou rse, the air is 
mad e poisonou s and intolerable, and 
this ex plains the frequ ent fatal d iseases 
prev ailing among the Ru ssian peasantry . 
Their d aily habits and method s of life 
are of the simplest character. 
Fiv e 
o’clock in the morning, in all seasons, 
is generally the hou r at which a family 
rises. 
The woman immed iately begins 
to prepare break fast, which generally 
consists of a mix tu re of sou rk rou t, beets, 
and potatoes, called “borshtch,” -md 
coarse ry e bread . 
A large tru nk , the 
only piece of fu rnitu re to be seen in a 
peasant’s hu t, which, at tho same time, 
serv es as a table, is spread with a coarse 
cov er, and , after say ing pray er, the 
head of the family , followed by the rest 
of the members, occu pies his seat. After 
the “borshtch” pot is emptied , ev ery one 
goes ou t to his work . 
If it is winter 
time, the men are engaged in feed ing 
the cattle, and the women in spinning 
tlieir flax . 
Ev ery one lias his hand s 
fu ll. 
At 12 o’clock d inner is annou nced . 
Again “borshtch” on the tru nk -table, 
followed by a potfu l of boiled potatoes 
and plenty of coarse, ry e bread . 
Su p­ 
per consists of the remnants of d inner. 
On Su nd ay s, howev er, or d ay s of festi­ 
v al, an epicu rean piece of salt pork or 
mu tton and fresh rv e bread —which the 
peasant, and still more, his better half, 
is v ery fond of—ad orn the table. White 
bread , tea, or coffee are look ed u pon as 
a lu x u ry bey ond the reach of the peas­ 
antry . 
It is only on v ery rare occa­ 
sions—if, for ex ample, any one in the 
family is sick —that su ch a lu x u ry find s 
place in the peasant’s home. 
After a d ay ’s work is ov er the peasant 
goes ou t for recreation. 
The tav ern, 
which is the only place of attraction for 
him, is generally crowd ed in the ev en­ 
ings. 
The most bu rning topics of the 
d ay are d iscu ssed there. 
What strik es 
a stranger who is present at one of su ch 
meetings is the 
absolu te confu sion 
which characterizes its proceed ings. 
All speak at once, no one listens, and 
the d ebates are scenes of wild d isord er. 
Bu t there is no ru le withou t an ex cep­ 
tion ; an orator may sometimes com­ 
mand general attention. 
In su ch eases 
u tter silence prev ails, and those who 
interru pt are ord ered to “shu t u p.” As 
a general thing, howev er, ev ery bod y is 
argu ing at the top of his v oice, a wild 
u proar goes on, which oftentimes end s 
in a fight. 
Balloting is u nk nown in the Ru ssian 
v illage assemblies. 
Ev ery qu estion, of 
whatev er character, mu st be settled 
u nanimou sly . 
The settlement of a 
qu estion mostly d epend s on the pro­ 
posal of tie* starosta (v illage official), or 
any other important person of tho v il­ 
lage, whose influ ence conciliates all in­ 
terests and wins the su ffrage of flu * on- 
tire gromad a (commu nity ). 
To reach 
this consu mmation, howev er, thorou gh 
d ebates and a good threshing of tho 
su bject d iscu ssed are ind ispensable. 
Ev ery one 
mu st 
freely ex press his 
opinion and shou t ou t at the top of his 
v oice his argu ments before any con­ 
cessions are mad e.—S . S ked eisky, 
Ph ila d elp h ia Times.

These 
collars consist simply of straight bands, 
stiffened u ntil tiiey are almost u nbend- 
able and fastened at the top ,with con­ 
cealed hooks and loops. 
In one thing, at least, Dame Fashion 
shows marked liberality this season, and 
that is in the sty le of dress skirts. 
In 
this one particu lar it requ ires more skill 
to be ou t of the fashion than in it, as 
ev ery thing is approv ed from the simple 
rou nd skirt, u ndraped and innocent 
of garnitu re, to the most belooped and 
ornate v ariety . 
Plaited skirts hav e 
prov en too conv enient and u sefu l ev en 
to be entirely discarded, and this su m­ 
mer they hav e been readopted after a 
season of 
comparativ e 
rest. 
The 
simple 
skirt 
kilted 
from 
belt to 
hem all the way rou nd is seldom 
seen, bu t v ariou s pretty modifications 
appear that are more gracefu l and qu ite 
as satisfactory . Among them is a pretty 
model for a walking-skirt, fashioned 
either of heav y or light wool stu ff. 
Six 
deep plaits, falling from the waist down, 
form the front breadth. 
These plaits 
are tu rned toward the center, three on 
a side, and fall in Tan shape toward the 
foot. 
Nex t to them, at either side, is a 
box -plait, forming a panel six inches 
wide, and back of this again are three 
more side plaits tu rned backward. 
A 
straight single breadth forms the back 
of the skirt, finished across the bottom 
with a dee]) hem and gathered in at the 
waist. 
Pointed drapery falls gracefu lly 
ov er this plain back almost to the foot. 
A v ery dressy elfect resu lts from deco­ 
rating the box -plaits at the sides with 
passementerie or braid trimming, or if 
the su it be a combination of cloth and 
v elv et, the box -plaits shou ld be of the 
latter material. 
For a plain and sim­ 
ple walking-dress, howev er, the most 
appropriate finish consists of 
close 
rows of stitching set in a deep hem 
across the entire front and sides of the 
skirt laid in box -plaits, sev en in nu m­ 
ber, and meeting all the way down, 
which end is accomplished by widening 
the plaits toward the foot. A tiny plait­ 
ing is taken across the foot of the baek 
breadth, ov er which hangs long, straight 
drapery , falling in heav y plaits in the 
center, with gracefu l cascade arrange-, 
ments at the sides. 


No te Com t il turn. 


Let ns, say s the Philadelphia lieco rd , 
mention a toilet 
of bean-red 
fou ­ 
lard, spotted with white and blu e eta- 
m ine; the skirt is of fou lard, finished 
with white scallops worked by hand in 
ov ercast stitch; the tu nic is of dark- 
blu e etamine, and opens ov er a plas­ 
tron of fou lard. 
Large leather bu t- 
tons, as large a3 those u sed for pale­ 


tots, are placed down the fronts. 
This 
tu nic is u niqu e in shape; it is cu t like a 
jacket down to the waist, then two lap­ 
els in continu ation of the fronts are 
tied like a sash and fall ov er the skirt; 
the sides are plain, like those of a red- 
ingote, and at the back an elegant pu ff 
completes the tu nic. 
Add to this a 
black straw hat lined with black v el­ 
v et, by way of trimming an aigrette of 
light bows of s t raw -colored gau ze, and 
one bow of almond-green satin placed 
at the foot of tiie lower bow. 
There is, again, a v ery pretty cos­ 
tu me of fancy woolen material, moss- 
green and wood-color: the moss-green 
skirt is trimmed with fiv e deep tu cks; 
moss-green tu nic, opening in the shape 
of a fichu , ov er a chimisette of wool- 
colored, finely pleated su rah. 
The 
redingote, fastened close ov er the chest, 
opens its lapels ov er the skirt; the red­ 
ingote lappets are slit open at the side, 
and show a pleated gore of wood-col­ 
ored su rah. 
A pretty dinner or ev ening dress for 
a y ou ng lady is of moss-green China 
crape; the skirt is rou nd and trimmed 
with fiv e rows of v ery narrow ribbon. 
The rou nd tu nic oV u pper skirt is trim­ 
med in the same manner; it is looped 
u p in the Pay sanne sty le, with rosettes 
of the same narrow ribbon. 
The bodice 
is three-qu arters low, and forms two 
draperies crossed ov er the chest and 
confined rou nd the waist by a belt of 
gros-grain ribbon. 
The bodice is eom- 
pleted by a chemisette of spotted tu lle, 
finished rou nd the neck bv a narrow 
pu ffing, trimmed with small loops of 
the ribbon u sed in the trimming of the 
dress. 
The sleev es are gathered u p at 
the bend of the arm and finished with a 
tu lle pu lling and rosettes of ribbon. 
Striped etamine is one of the fav or­ 
ite materials of the season; the stripes 
are of bright mix ed colors ov er a cream, 
fawn, beige, or blu ish-grav grou nd. 
The stripes are placed across for the 
back, sides, and sleev es, which are 
plain, and slantway s for the front, 
which is plaited like a plastron. 
This 
front part is parted off from the rest by 
bands of v elv et ribbon of one of the 
colors of the stripes. 
The bodice is 
finished at the neck by a standing-u p 
collar formed of a band of the same 
color. 
It is long-waisted, a v elv et belt 
goes rou nd the waist, and a • lapel of 
flie same comes down 011 the left side 
open half wav down the skirt, where 
the plaits of the material are cau ght u p 
u nder a bow of the same v elv et. 
All 
the back of the skirt is draped u p with 
the stripes across, the front is pleated, 
with the stripes ru nning slantway s. 
With su ch a toilet the hat shou ld be of 
the same color as the grou nd of the 
material, trimmed with a bow of v elv et 
similar to the trimming of the dress, 
and an aigrette of flowers. 
Hats of colored straw are often worn 
withou t any trimming bu t a high tu ft 
of feathers or flowers at the side, bu t 
the border is alway s lined with v elv et 
or silk.

Baltimoh, Aug. 14 —The dispatch bulle­ 
tined at the United Pres* offloe Friday 
stating that Pope Leo had condemned the 
Knights of Labor, and Instructing bishops 
to prooeed against it as against all secret 
tocietiee under the papal ben, has created a 
great stir in this city, not only among the 
members of tho organization but the gen­ 
eral public. 
Prominent Knights were in­ 
terv iewed Friday ev ening and they all 
share in tbe belief that the pope has issued 
no such edict as applying to the United 
states. 
“ I do not believ e,” said a Catholic 
master workman, “ that his holiness has 
taken a hostile attitude against the Knights 
of Labor, for if he has examined tbe consti­ 
tution he most see that there is nothing in 
it antagonistic to the church; besides, the 
hierarchy of this country hav e tac tly sig* 
nified their approv al of it.” 
One of the 
most prominent Roman Catholic Knights 
n the city was asked for his opinion as to 
the probable result of the pope’s decision, 
granting that it be true. 
After a few mo­ 
ments silence tbe gentleman Mid: 
“ I lore my church well 
If it be true 
that the Pope has decided to fight tbe K. oÇ 
L tbe order will doubtless be decimated 
somewhat, and ho will the membership of 
the Catholic church. 
The CAtholic Knights 
of Labor hav e always been obedient to tbe 
laws of their church, but if the church 
seeks to take away from us the only means 
we possess of resisting the encroachment 
and oppression of capitalists, it is time to 
call a h a ll” 
A month ago Cardinal Gibbons spoke in 
approbation of the order saying that as 
long as it confided its interests to peaceable 
men it need apprehend no opposition from 
the church. 
The dispatch referred to is from Mon­ 
treal, and states that Cardinal Tascheran 
has issued a circular to the 
bishops ov er 
whom he presides announcing that ha has 
receiv ed a reply from Cardinal Simeon!, 
prefect of the propoganda at Home, to the 
question whether the H oly See did really 
condem n tbe order of Knights of 
Labor.
